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BIRTH OF THE STARS AND STRIPZIS 


"We take the star from Heaven, the red 
from our Mother Country, separating it by 
white stripes, thus showing that we have 
separated from her, and the white stripes 
shall go down to posterity representing 
liberty."--George Washington. 


Necrly a year passed after the sign- 
ing of the Decluration of Independence 
before anything wus done relative to the 
establishment of a national flag.But on 
June 14,1777, the American Congress,as- 
sembled at Phildelphia, adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

“Resolved, that the flag of the thir- 
teen United States be thirteen stripes, 


‘alternate red and white; that the union 


be thirteen stars, white in a blue ficld, 
representing a now constellation." 

This flug, with the thirtcen stars ar- 
ranged in a circle on the blue field in 
the canton, was our nationel banner until 
May 1, 1795. 

Several theories exist as to the origin 
of the design of the Stars and Stripes. 
Probably it is a medification af the 
Great Union Flag, by removing the two 
crosses of St. George and St.Andrew and 
substituting the thirteen stars to indi- 
cate the absolute separation from the 


Mother Country and absolute independence. 


Suffice it is to say that in devising 
the starry banner of red and white and 
blue, our forefathers created a truly 
glorious standard, as enduring and proud- 
ly consummated as those great documents 
they also bequcathed to america, the 


Declaration of Independenee and the Con- 


stitution of the United States.

Sulfonamide Drugs, Some Vitamins Used To 
Fight Leprosy.

Washington, May, 20.--The United States 
Public Health Service announces that 
sulfonamide drugs and some vitamins have 
proved effective in the treatment of 
Leprosy. 

None of them can be regarded as a cure, 
or even an approach to it yot, Dr. G.H. 
Faget, Medical Officer in Charge of the 
only leprosarium in the United States, 
at Carville, La., declared, but the 
results hav. been encouraging in allevicte 
ing pain and healing sone of the lesions 
of -leprosy. 

This devclopiaent was regarded by some 
physicians who studicd the report as 
one of the greatcst advancesséknce dis- 
covery of chaulmoogra oil in the treate 
nent of the most drended of human dis- 
‘eascs. 

"Scveral new oxperimental treatments 
have roeccntly been undertaken on a nun- 
bér of paticnts at the Carville 
pital,"Dr. Faget declared in an article 
‘in the public health reports, 

. RESULTS ENCOURAGING 
few sclected paticnts were given 
rather extensive treatment with the va- 
rious. drugs. This study is being contin- 
‘ued with encouraging results especially 
in.clearing up secondary infections and 
in healing chronic disabling ulcers." 

Whether some of the newer sulfonanide 
derivatives, such as sulfathiazole and 
sulfaguanidine,will have healing effects 
in leprosy remains to be seen in further 
tests, he added, 

Because these drugs have been found 
to have marked healing effects in such 
discases .€6 childbed fgver, pnewjonia, 
gonorrhea, erysipclus, meningitis and

Memorial Day is a day of remembrance 
and reflection. To me this day recalls 
two immortals cf the past. The first cf 
these is that ferent umericnn President, | 
Abraham Lincoln, who on another battle 
field cemetery of america spoke these 
memorable words: “We have come to ded- ' 
icate a portion of this field as a tinal | 
resting-place for these who gave their 
lives thot this nation might live, It | 

is altogether fitting nd proper thet 
we should do this,"----"It is for us | 
the living rather to be dedicated here 
tc the unfinished work which they who 
fought here have thus far so nubly ad- 
vanced," 

How very apprepriate to conditions 
here$ Those who have died at Carville 
have fought our battle end have left 
behind them an unfinished work to which 
we should be dediceted, Each who dicd 
left behind some bit of knewledge to 
fortify us in the future fight. Let us 
make sure that they have not died in 
vain; let us continue torether cur 
search for knowledge, ecntinuc to¢ether 
in thet work in which these gave their 
lives, 

Memorial Day next brings to my mind 
that noble poem written by Licut. Colonel 
John McCrae, 


“In Flanders fields the poppies blow 
Between the crosses row on row" 
----- and further----- 
"Take up our quarrel with the foe, 
If ye break faith with us whe die 
We shall not sleep though poppies 
grow," 


Do not break faith with the Carville 
dead. Carry cn the fight against the 
foe, This has becn made easier by 
those whe have already fallen in the 
battle, Have we learned our lesson from 
then, thet they may not have died in 
vain? If we have, we will here deter- 
nine to go forth friends with our com- 
rades, contented with our life at 
Carville, cooperative with the medical 
steff, and thankful for all that the 
United States Govermient has given us 
to help us in our fight aguiinst this 
disease, 

There are no poppies growing here; 
this is well for poppies are flowers of 
forgetfulness ond we do not want to for- 
get those who have fallen in the battle 
in which we are also enzaged, Let us 
not forget that we have more acavantages 
than they had and be grateful for this 
wonderful institution so well equipped 
to fulfill the purpose for which it 
was built--the arrest cf the onslaught 
of leprosy in every patient, 

Let us «ll pray for divine guidance 
for those who trent us and have our 
welfare at heart. Let us also pray that 
anong tie now drugs being tried here 
one may be found which will prove cffcc- 
tive in overeuning cur micrescopic 
potent germ-eneny. So that as years 
go by deaths may be fower and discharges 
nore numerous.

on leprosy. The physicians in charge 
had no trouble in finding volunteers for 
the treatment among the 400 or more pa@= 
ticnts now in the leprosarium. All took 
the attitude that “we have nothing 
to lose,” 

In the vitanin tests all the known 
vitemins heve been tried for their 
general tonic cffect. Vitamin A pro- 
duced some good results, but the 
results were not as good as had becn 
hoped. Vitamin B-l, or trianin chloride, 
given in massive doses was found 
quite cffcective in relieving the severe 
neurites puins of leprosy, a marked ad- 
vance in treatment of the disease. 

OTHER VITAMINS USED 
Other vitenins were used with 
varying degrees of success, but they 
proved sufficiently effective to ene 
courage the physicians to continue their 

tests. l 
",lnost all the patients are continuing’ 
with cheulmoogra oil} Dr. 
Faget declared,"“and the impression 
persists that it is of some benefit in 
leprosy." 

The Public Health Service surgeon 
repeated the staterient that leprosy is 
not an casily contracted disease, since 
the germ which causes it cannot live 
longer than a matter of minutes outside 
the body. The principal danger is to 
imacdiate relatives who live in close 

contact with an infected person over a 

long period of tine. 

"At Carville leprosarium during the 47 * 
years of its operation, not a single 

caso of loprosy developed anong the. pro- 

fessional or other employces in spite of 
their proxinity to the paticnts,” he dce- 
clnred,
